being, for the more efficient administration of the Police within the said 
limits; and to remove cither of tbe said Justices, if he or they shall see 
occasion so to do, and upou any vacancy in the said office by death, 

Person ns a Justice of the 
Peace of the said District, Counties and Liberties, to execute the 
duties aforesaid, in lieu of the Person making such vacancy ; and it shall 
be lawful so to appoint any Person to he a Justice of the Peace by 
virtue of this Act, and for such Person, during the continuance of his 5 
appointment, to execute the duties of a Justice oi the Peace for the 
said District, and Counties and Liberties, although he may not have 
any such qualification by estate as is required by law in the case of any 
other Person being a Justice of the Peace for any County: Provided 
always, That no such Person shall act as a Justice of the Peace at any 10 
Court of General or Quarter Sessions, nor in any matter out of Sessions, 
except for the preservation of the peace, the prevention of crimes, 
the detection and committal of offenders, and in carrying into execution 
the purposes of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That every Person to be appointed a Justice 1 r f 
of the P&ice by virtue of this Act shall, before he shall begin to execute 
the duties of his office, take the following Oath before some Justice 
or Baron of one of His Majesty’s Courts of Record at; Dublin ; (that is 
to say) 

“ I A. B. do swear, that I will faithfully, impartially and honestly, 20 
according to the best of my skill and knowledge, execute all 
the powers and duties of a Justice of the P«ace, under and by 
virtue of ari Act passed in the year of the reign of King 
William the Fourth, intituled, * An Act for improving the 
Police in the District of Dublin Metropolis.* *’ 2r 

And be it Enacted , That it shall be lawful Jar the .Lord Lieutenant or 
other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland to direct that an annual 
Salary , not exceeding the sum of Eight hundred Founds, shall be paid 
out of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland , to each of the Justices to he appointed under this Act, and ,^ 0 
that the same shall be payable quarterly. 

And be it Enacted, That a sufficient number of fit and able men 
shall from time to time, by the directions of the Chief Secretary of the 
Lord Lieutenant, or, in Ins absence, of the Under Secretary for the time 
being, be appointed as a Police Force for the whole of such District, ^ 
who shall be sworn in .by one of the said Justices to act as Constables 
for preserving the peace, and preventing robberies and other felonies, 
and apprehending offenders against the peace; and the men so sworn, 
shall, not only within the said District, but also within the Counties of 
Dublin, Wicklow, Kildare and Meath, and within all Liberties therein, 40 
have all such powers, authorities, privileges and advantages, and he 
liable to all such duties and responsibilities as any Constable duly 
appointed now has or hereafter may have within his Constablewick, by 
virtue of the common law of this. Realm, or of any Statutes made or 
to be made, and shall obey all such lawful commands as they may from 
time to time receive from any of the said Justices for conducting 
themselves in the execution of their office.

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And be it Enacted, I hat tiie said Justices may iron) time to time, 
subject to the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, frame such Orders and Regulations 
as they shall deem expedient relative to the general government of the 
5 men to be appointed members of the Police Force under this Act; 
the places of their residence; the classification, rank and particular 
service of the several members; their distribution and inspection; 
the description of arms, accoutrements and other necessaries to be 
furnished to them ; and which of them shall be provided with horses 
io for the performance of their duty; and all such other Orders and 
Regulations relative to the said Police Force as the said Justices shall 
from time to time deem expedient for preventing neglect or abuse, and 
for rendering such Force efficient in the discharge of all its duties ; and 
the said Justices may at any time suspend or dismiss from his emplov- 
15 ment any man belonging to the said Police Force whom they shall think 
remiss or negligent in the discharge of his duty, or otherwise unfit for 
the same ; and when any man- shall be so dismissed, or cease to belong 
to the said Police Force, all powers vested in him as a Constable by 
virtue of this Act shall immediately cease and determine. 

20 And be it Enacted, That if any Victualler or Keeper of any House, 
Shop, Room or other place for the sale of any Liquors, whether 
spirituous or otherwise, shall knowingly harbour or entertain any man 
belonging to the said Police Force, or permit such man to abide or 
remain in his House, Shop, Room or other place during any part of the 
2 5 time appointed for his being on duty, every such Victualler or Keeper 
as aforesaid, being convicted thereof before any Two Justices of the 
Peace, shall for every such offence forfeit and pay such sum, not 
exceeding Five Pounds, as they shall think meet. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any man belonging to 
30 the said Police Force, during the time of his being on duty, to appre- 
hend all loose, idle and disorderly Persons whom he shall find disturb- 
ing the public peace, or whom he shall have just cause to suspect of any 
evil designs, and '.all .-Persons whom he shall find between sunset and the- 
hour of Eight in the forenoon lying in any highway, yard or other 
35 place, or loitering therein; and not giving a satisfactory account of them- 
selves, and to deliver any Person so apprehended into the custody of 
the Constable appointed under this Act, who shall be in attendance at 
the nearest watch-house, in order that such Person may be securedjjjBitil 
he can be brought before a Justice of the Peace, to be dealt witlfirceord- 
40 ingto law, or may give bail for his appearance before a Justice off the 
Peace, if the Constable shall deem it prudent to take bail, in the manner 
hereinafter mentioned. 

And be it Enacted, That if any Person shall assault or resist any 
Person belonging to the said Police Force in the execution of his duty, 
45 or shall aid or incite any Person so to assault orresist, every such 
offender, being convicted thereof before Two Justices of the Peace, 
shall for every such offence forfeit and pay such sum, not exceeding 
Five Pounds, as the said Justices shall think meet.

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Offices appointed under tlie said recited Act of the forty-eighth year of 
his Majesty King George the Third shall cease and determine, and 
the powers and duties of such Receiver of the Public Offices shall vest 
in the said Receiver to be appointed under this Act, and be by him exer- 
5 cised under the like provisions and regulations as may have been 
heretofore established by any Act or Acts now in force in respect of
